UNLISTED  COINS  OF  BIBLE  DAYS 

The  following  coins  of  TARSUS  escaped  the  attention  of  all  noted 
writters  on  Coins  of  Bible  Days.  They  carry  Aramaic  inscriptions.  Some 
passages  in  the  Old  Testament  Books  of  Daniel,  Ezra  and  Jeremiah,  were 
originaly  written  in  Aramaic.  It  was  the  language  Christ  spoke.  Tarsus  was 
the  native  city  of  St.  Paul  the  Apostle.
